ese. on kidnapping charges. 

Four kidnappers were killed in 
fights with police parties, and tev 
Chinese, who had been carried off) 
for ransom, were liberated through ' 
raids made by the police, : a 

Desperate Battle. 


Of the fighis betawoon the police | 
and kidnappers, the affair -in 
Chapei on March 15, when’ Sub- 
Inspector Crowley Jost his lire, 
was ‘the most serious. In the bat- 
tle the police fired 59 shots, and 
the. desperadoes fired" J2 shots be- 
fore they surrendered, : Of the 104 
Chinese arrested, two were: dis- 
missed and the remainder are now 
being tried at the Provisional 
Court. : 

The monthly report fer March of 
the Municipal  pollee reveals 
equally good work in other depart- 
ments of operations against crime 
in Shanghai, although the month 
was marked by yery serious cases, 

There were 16 ‘murders committed | 
during the month, seven’ of which 
were political.’ “Three Chinese 
were murdered -ag-a result, it is 
believed, of Communist vengeance, 
Other: murders were committed in 
}the Pootoo Road mill district by 
Jabour gunmen. 

Ten Chinese Released.

Humphrey Rolleston; physi- 
clan to King George,  ro- 
cognizes that the hot smoke. of 
some tobacco may produce sorc- 
neas of the tongue and increased |’ 
amounts of. saliva in: persons who |- 
are especially sensitive, and that{~ 
the irritation of the mouth some- 
times associated with smoking |: 
may arouse thickening of the tis- 
sucs of the mouth and’ tongue.

Dr. Rolleston recognizes 
also. the fact that smoking may 
stave off the discomfort of hunger, 
which ho believes is duc to the fact 
that the nicotine In the tobacco 
stops the - movements’ .of the 
stomach which are assocsated with |- 
the sonsation of hunger.: 
‘Excessive smoking may at times 
be responsible for irritation ‘of 


over 60 years of age. However, 
in ordinary amounts and with or- 
dinary persons, smoking. does .not 
seem to have any especial effects 
of this character. " 

Ancther English physician, Dr. 
Arthur Hurst, believes that exces- 
sive smoking in persons who’ ate 
sensitive inerenses the amount of 
acid in the stomach and excites it, 
so that the food is passed from it 
too rapidly. ea : 

The smoking of tobacco has alto 
been associated by some _physl- 
cians with the causation of 
hiccups, pains in. the heart, with 
difficully in swallowing, and with 
many other. rather Indefinite 
symptoms. However, these facta 
have not been established for any 
large number of persons, 

When such symptoms occur,, it 
ig desirable to have a careful 
physical examination by some one 
competent to determine whether 
the symptoms actually result from 
smoking in excessive amounts or 
whether they are due to some fun- 
damental physical changes in the 
body, _ e ;
